Agent ray at the Chicago Off lea a a Had by talapbona 
yaatarday Boming to adTise that Special Agants DiLlllo and Falnera, 
assigned to the^Julee^rape Ixtvestigatlon had aucoeeded in diapoaing of 
a earload of grapes on the Korthweatam Bailroad traeka at a loaa of 
1195.00; that no approaehea have beennsde to aither of theae Aganta while 
working on the rallroed tracks, although aubjaet fiooano, one of the leadliig 
racketeers, had aold grapaa from a oar placed next to that of the agent a, 
and it waa aaaumad that Boaano had perforaaed that work for the puipoao of

At 11:30 A. U. on this dato Agents eonf erred with Ur. 
Cbfiriee V. Xrrgang at Ms office, 169 South later ISarlcet* Ur. Irrg&ng 
stated tbet at 7:30 P. 11. on October £9, 1930 Subject Ifaimy Sehralberg 
called at IBt» Irrgang*8 apartoient at the Medinah Athletic Club and was ao- 
eompanied by two men whom Schraiberg introduced as Benny ^i^^yme or Byraes 
and Mlelcey^x or Sazson. After Schraiberg had nde certain that Ifir. Irr- 
gang*8 epertment laa occupied only by Mr. Irrgang and bis slfe, he stated 
that the two men with hioi were his financial backers, and that it be under- 
I stood that they eere "big shots'* in the "organization**, swaning the Al 
Jcapone organization. 

The aaaxi no&ed Byrne or Byrnes undertook to act as spoke s- 
iDBn and atat«d flatly to Mr. Irrgang that their purpose in coming to see 
hiffl vas to vork out some arrangement in regard to aiarketing of Juice grapes 
in the Tarious terminals so that the "organization* and the auction eonpany 
could both profit by such arrangement. Byrnes stated, according to ICr. Irr* 
gang, that tz, ^z^z. iii pocscMion of records vhich the CapoM organization had 
obtained in a raid on the former headquarters ot yoe\Mello and his gang on 
North Michigan ATonue, which records shoiied that up ro Norember 1, 1929 Joe 
^errarc h^d 3a id in to the Aiello org&ni ration a net profit of $43, 900*00, 
and tbat the records further indicated that for the entire Juice grape ship- 
ping season of 1929 a total of between |100,000«00 and $110,000.00 had been 
paid in as profits by Ferrara to Aiello. 

Byrnes stated that the arganizatlon, belicTing that Subject 
Schraiberg was entirely familiar with the Juice grape situation, and baaed 
upon bis representation that large profits ware to be obtained In this 
'*racket'*, had placed the sum of |100, 000.00 in a loop bank to be used to 
finance the Juice grape racket for the season of 1930 but that to date 
Schraiberg had been jftble to show but a small profit to the great disappoint 
ment of the Capone gang, and that it waa for this reason in partioolsr, that 
is, to effect some plan whereby largier profits eould bo guaranteed to the 
Capone organization, that Byrnes, Schraiberg atd Sax had called upon |ir, 
Irrgang. The last named stated that Byrnes requested Irrgang to suggest a 
plan whereby tba organization and Irrgang could both reap a profit from the 
sale of Jtice grapes in the Chicago tericlnale, and Byrnes stated to Irrgang 
that for a coneideration he was ifrepared to guarantee that his organization 

would force every peddler engaged in the sale of Juice grapes in tbe Chicago 
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terminals , Including those peddlers ensSffed in businaas on the Ro^ Taland; 
the Santa Fe and the Horthveatem tracks, to purchase ~ grapes excluslTSly 
from Ur. Ixrgang and the U. 3. Fruit Auetion Conpany. 

Mr. Irrgang stated he ejqplAlned that the Juice grape aiarkat 
to date had been unprofitable for all eon earned, and that since the season 
vas nearing a close, and In Tien of the further fact that the prospects for 
good prices between now and the close of the season were yery poor, he did 
not consider that it would be north the while of all eonoemsd to agree upon 
any plan for the remainder of the present season. Mr. Irrgang explained 
that he did not wish to enter into negotiations with the organization at thii 
time end used the last aboTe argument as a neans whereby to postpone any def- 
inite arrengementB with the Capone organization. 

point out to Byrnes and hie two ecmpanlons that the GoTerxnent, while in- 
terested in the juice grape situation, was concerned chiefly with the past 
act iTl ties of Joe Farrara and the Alello organization, and that his, Ur* 
Irrgang* B, trip to Washington was made In connection vltb the QOTemment 
inrestigation which has been in progress for a long period of time and had 
nothing to do whatever with the situation as it has existed during the 
present Juice grape market. It thle point in the conTersetlon Byrnes re- 
marked that the organization has been snare for some time that the Qorem- 
imnt was conducting an invest igat ion and had raiiabla inforaation, and that 
for some time past the Government had opened seven or eight ears of j4iee 
grape on the tracks of the Northwestern Bailroad. Byrnes stated further, 
according to Mr. Irrgang, that the organization wae fully able to deal, not 
only with the city Government and the States Attorney* s office, but with 
the Federal Government as well, and stated that sven "the Govamnsnt sen at 
VasMngton must earn a living**. 

Mr. Irrgang stated that the three parties above mentioned 
freely discussed the murders of Tony Farrara and Joe Alello and rather 
plainly Indicated that both were brought about through the Capone organ- 
ization. Frequent mention was made by Byrnes of machine g^ns and millions 
of dollars in capital and strong aim methods which have in the past been 
empliyed, not only on the Juice grape tracks but in other rackets in Chicago 
oy \n9 uapone organization, 0A*ias *uoow jji«i.«uai:«» »•* *« v.* v w* 
great strength and power of the Capone gang.

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grapes ware being disposed of daily at present in the Hew Tork terminals, and

Ur. irrgang stated further that during the eonferenee tb^ 
three parties stated that they ware preparing to control the Juice grape 
eituation in Chicago in ita entirety, and that the organization would dic- 
tate to the railroads, including the Hc^hvestem Railroad through president 
^Sargent, and the Chairman of the Board, Mr. Marrln Bewitt, Jr., vith vhom 
Byrnes stated be had attended achool, the terms upon which the railroads 
eould he permitted to switch cars to the Tarious team tracks, and in this 
connection Byrnes stated that just prior to the killing of Joe Farrara in 
June of this year, it was understood that Tarrara bad made arrangements with 
the Chicago, mivaukee, St. Paul and Pacific Railroad whereby the north- 
western tra elm would he closed to peddlers and the latter forced to do all 
of their selling from the tracks of the Milwaukee Railroad, and that it was

Juice grape market for the remainder of the present season » but that Sub- 
jects Schraiberg and Romano would be permitted to conduct whaterer busineae 
they deaired for their own personal benefit during the balance of this sea- 
son.

In the Fall of 1930, an iATestlgatlaii was initiated 
the Tfoited States Bureau of InTestlgation of allegations that certain 
lerLes had been and were being assessed against pu rvti/ars of grapes 
which arriyed in Chicago froa Califonola* The grapes in question 
vera of a variety which wade them valuable prlaarily because of 
the juice that could be extracted from them. The investigation 
related to charges that racketeers in Chicago ^ partieularljry were 
Daking an assessment of $20 per car load for the grapes which ar- 
rived In the Chicago Freight ^ards, and an additional assessment 
of three cents against each lug or crate of grapes sold from the 
cars in the Freight Xards* The Indlcatioos were that this practice 
had led to a depression in the grape market^ which was further 
aggravated ^ the fact that a rival gang of racketeers was alleged 
to be planning to assess an additional levy of |30 per car, l^us 
bringing the total amoimt of tribute levied by racketeers to the 
total of $50 per car. 

The fact that this complaint was made and that the 
Department of Justice had become active in the investigation 
became known, presumably fay some person connected with the com- 
plainant s. Considerable publicity attended the mnVing of the 
complaint and the indications that an investigation would be made, 
which resulted in causing it to be practically inposslble to ob- 
tain evidence of the actual collection of levies. As a result 
of the investigations which were made, however, it was agreed 
by all that the effort made by this Bureau in that case for m 
time at least caused a discontinuance of the paraetica*
